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NEW YORK’S DECORATIVE LID. 

If Gov. Folk had made a careful study of the New 
York method of enforcing the laws the history of 
the attempt to enforce the Sunday laws might have 
been different. 

When Goy. Folk determined to. put the Sunday 
lid on the saloons he devised a heavy, substantial, 
armor-plated, copper-riveted lid, strengthened with 
cross-bars and fastened with a padlock. The taloon 
keeper who attempts to lift St. Louis’ lid must break 
the padlock and take the risk of being crushed by 
‘the mass of steel] overhead. 

In New York the Sunday lid is a table decoration. 
It consists of a plate and a bit of bread and cheese, 
The style of the plate varies according to the style 
of the place where it is used ané& the taste of the 
proprietor. 
stone ware or a dainty bit of Dresden china. 
offers unlimited possibilities for the exercise of 
taste in pottery. So with the bread and cheese 
on the plate. It may be ordinary bread, baker's 
bread with common cheese, or a combination,of rare 
antiques. 

Any type of plate with bread and cheese on the 
table where the drinks are placed serves the pur- 
pose of signifying that the “lid is on” and that the 
Sunday law is not being violated. 

The difference between the Sunday lid of St, 
Louis,;and that of New York shows the advance 
of New York’s civilization over the civilization of 
the provinces. 

The enforcement of the Sunday laws in New York 
is symbolical and artistic. While not interfering 
with the appetite it appeals to all the senses. The 
decorative lid expresses the New Yorker’s respect 
for the law in the abstract, but does not restrain 
his enjoyment of things which foolish legislators 
moved by an impulse of excessive morality have 
forbidden. It is an ingenious device which mevts 
the needs of the public without disturbing the po- 
lice. As a clever caterer put it, “Of course, we 
comply with the law. My customers always eat on 
Sunday; if not in the morning, then in the even- 
ing.” 

In the West we are crude and unenlightened. We 
have not risen to the imaginative, artistic and sym- 
bolic enforcement of law. We demand the real and 
substantial—a heavy lid with a working lock.

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SCHOOL SAVINGS BANKS. 

The twentieth annual report of the School Savings 
Bank System in the United States shows that the 
pian is now in operation in 1089 schools of 109 cities 
of 22 different states of America. The sum of $2,- 
782,012.27 has been saved in these banks, of which 
$2,165,072.63 has been withdrawn, leaving a balance 
of $616,939.64 on deposit and due the children at 
this time. 

In this system, which is most popular in the East- 
ern States, but has its branches in the West and 
far West, the teachers act as collectors and cashiers, 
and it is claimed for the system that it does not 
interfere in any way with the school curricula, but 
that its influence tends to make the scholars more 
orderly and faithful to their duties. 

France, so well known for thrift, was the coun- 
try to introduce the school savings bank. It was 
introduced into America in-1885, since which it has 
bad a constant growth here. 

There is no doubt that this plan of teaching chil- 
dren economy and the use of money is an influence 
for good. Without any ttaining in the prattice of 
economy, the young man and woman are apt to 
spend all they make, when they begin to earn money, 
with the result of indefinitely postponing the period 
of family life and of undertaking the duties of citi- 
zenship. f

PROTECTING CEMENT AGAINST OIL. 

Some means for preventing the disintegration of 
cement ogcasioned by oil drippings seems to be high- 
ly necessary if the use of concrete const?uctidn’ is to 
be continued in the erection of roundhouses, oil 
houses and buildings exposed to oi] drippings. An ex- 
haustive series of tests to determine the effect of oil 
on Portland cement generally has proved fruitless in 
finding a preventive of deterioration from this cause. 
Linseed oil paint only delays the action and no better 
results were obtained with paraffine and sodiuin sil- 
icate. The arplication of alternate washes of a 5 per 
cent solution of alum and a 7 per cent solution of 
castile soap, the process used in rendering cement im 
pervious to water, was also ineffectual, While it is 
possibile the oxidization of the oil will prevents its 
penetrating to any great depth the elimination of its 
deteriorating effect should prove sufficient incentive 


to further efforts. 
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CORNSTALK PAPER. 
Just common, ordinary cornstalks, 58,000,000 tons of

'New Ten-Yard Penalty and 


Minor Regulations Work 
of Rules Committee. 


No radical changes were wrought in 
the government of football by the rules 
committee, which met in New York last 
week, The new rule inflicting a ten- 
yard penalty for side-line coaching, and 


several minor regulations in regard to. 


the definition of the scrimmage line, off- 
side play and quarter-back vise 6 consti- 
tute practically all the changes that 
were made, 

Coach Stagg of the University of Chi- 
cago, who attended the meeting as the 
Western representative, declares that 
Walter Camp's much-touted ‘“‘ten-yards- 
in-three-downs’"’ rule was not considered 
favorably 
of unanimity In regard to the, proposed 
changes brought before the committee. 

To begin with, the rules committee 
added 4 second dimension to .the limit 
of scrimmage and defined it as “an im- 
aginary line about a foot in width.” 
Either the .hand, head or foot of the 
men on the scrimmage line must come 
within this “imaginary” area and- be 
clearly outside of their opponent's ter- 
ritory to be on side. This regulation 
prevents the crescent-shaped formation 
sometimes used In the East, where the 
tackles or ends are played back. 

In regard to the quarter-back run, it 
is stated for the sake of clearness that 
the man recelving the bal] may advance 
it if he passes it five yards outside “the 
point where he received it’ instead of 
‘five yards outside the snapper-back,’

The baseball park is Just such a 
place, and the baseball game furnishes 
the gentie stimulus under which the cit- 
izem promptly and’ adequately unbur- 
cens himself. 

Anyone who has studied a baseball 
crowd as it has dispersed after an ex- 
citingg game wiil testify to the quiet, 
almost funereal, demeanor of the people, 
Whether their team won lost, the 
crowd is quiet. It has emptied itself of 
noise, and feels infinitely better. Nerves 
that were overcharged with the elec- 


tricity of modern life are relaxed, 
sco.hed and refreshed. Imagine what 
the city would have been if that pentup 
roar had burst downtown instead of 
in the baseball park! The racket would 
have been infernal and intolerable.

“SOWVFETE PLAY" OF 
DOUBTFUL ORIGIN 


Team Used Play Against 
Princeton in 1894.

A letter was recently published from 


Walter F. Carter, the one-time famous 
pitcher of the Yale nine. In it the ex- 
Eli says that his team, the one of 1804, 
worked the “squeeze play” against 
Princeton. Mr. Carter explains the 
play as follows: 

“Our plan was fo work the play with 
runners on third and second, with none 
out.” said Mr. Carter. “‘The batter was 
instructed to work the pitcher for two 
balls, if possible, and then, 38 you 
know. the pitcher would be pretty apt 
to put the next one over the plate, or in 
reaching distance, anyway. The batter 
would give the signal and both runner# 
would take a flying start. 

“In the game against Princeton, re 
ferred to in my letter, the batter met 
the ball squarely, rolling it to the short- 
stop, and so fast was the start that by 
the time the ball was picked up the first 
runner was over the plate and the other 
at third. On the throw to first the mia) 
who had been on second kept on past 
third and scored the second fun, win- 
ning the deciding run against Prince- 
ton.”’ ; 

The only difference between Yale's 
“squeeze play’ and the one in opera- 
tion today is that the professionals rare- 
ly ever use it except where’ there is 
one out and a runner on third, but 
never when there is.a runner also on 
second. The man on third makes 4&4 
deliberate attemot to steal home and 
the batter pokes out his bat and bunts 
the ball. 

Still, it is practically the same play 
as worked by Yale in 1804. 

Clark Griffith is very much interest- 
ed in Mr. Carter's statement, and says 
it is very likely that Yale really dis- 
covered the play.

In 
honor of the occasion his relatives from 
far and near, who are now ecattered all 
over the country, gathered in this city 
to pay their respects to and congratu- 
late the venerable old gentleman, who, 
with his own hands, has helped to 
make history. j ; 

In this notable gathering were chil- 
dren and grandchildren, great-grand- 
children and great-great-grandchildren 
too numerous to mention, representing 
scores of towns and -cities, and not less 
than a dozen states of the union. So 
large\ was this assemblage that none 
but actual relatives of Mr. Sears were 
admitted to its ranks. 

Elijah Clark Sears was born at East 
Hampton, Conn., June 23, 180%. His pa- 
rents on both sides were born in this 
country, and the -same true of his 
grandparents and of his more remote 
ancestors as far back as their history 
can be ascertained. His father was 
Willard Sears; a resident of Connec- 
ticut practically all his life, and made 
his living by running a small cooper 
shop and a little farm, occupations 
which were handed down to the son. 
The mother’s name was Betzie Clark, 
and hence her son's middle name.

M. Sears has always, faken the Dest} 
care of his health, although he Has 
been a hard worker all his life, and, 
notwithstanding his great. age, he is 
both physically and mentally in a re- 
markably good state of preservation, 
enjoying excellent health. .He also has 
a good appetite and loves to meet the 
rest of the family at the dinner table. 
He enjoys outdoor exercise as much as 
a boy of 10, and takes salmost daily 
walks, when the weather is favorable.

Use.

OYSTER BAY, L. L, June 24.—For 
once in his life President Roosevelt has 
had to do things by proxy. When he 
comes to Oyster Bay next he will step 
directly into his new big library, or 
study, a room he never has seen. The 
work of adding a new wing to Saga- 
more Hill has been done in great has:e 
during the President's absence, from 
plans accepted in Washington. The 
only Roosevelt visitors to the new build- 
ing so far have been Ethel and Kermit, 
who are staying with their aunt in the 
village, but they have been more in- 
terested in climbing promising cherry 
trees than in their father’s new study. 

The exterior of the wing conforms to 
the simple red brick, with blue stone 
trimming, of the main house, but the 
interior strikes an entirely different 
note. Up to the present Sagamore Hil) 
has been a,plain, unpretentious summer 
home, such as any country gentleman 
who liked seclusion might «choose. 
There was not a hint of officialdom if 
the visitor escaped the cordon of secret 
service men in the woods, to suggest the 
summer residence of the nation’s chief. 
This is no longer true. 

Emblazoned in gold above the mantel 
of the new room, on the western wall 
and even on the exterior above the 
windows, are great Napoleonic eagles 
poised on wreaths of laurel. Below the 
eagle of the mantel, the border which is 
to be the frame of a picture, are golden 
Roman faces. These decorations are 
not open to eriticilsm on the score of 
taste, but they dominate the room suf- 
ficiently to give a character entirely 
foreign to the rambling, conventiona! 
home behind it. 

It is not fair, perhaps, to call the 
Eagles Napoleonic, for they are Amer- 
ican birds. Nevertheiess, their decora- 
tive use suggests at once the eagles of 
the “First. Empire.’’ Where one might 
expect to find the famous ‘“N"’ sur- 
rounted by a crown, Mr. Roosevelt's 
initiaus, “T. R.,”’ are combined with his 
wife’s initials, “E. K.,"" appearing in 
the upper portions of the ‘st’ and the 
“R" reversed. 


Room in Many Styles. 
The room itself is not of the Empire 
iperiod, but is a combination of many 
stvies. Its sombre tone is emphasized 
by great lonic columns of black wal- 
nut. The paneling is a dark hazel, and 
the vaulted ceiling of Gulf cypress, 
with hazel beams. The western side 
is broken by a triple window, 10 feet | 
deep, with a wide, low window seat and! 
book shelves of hazel on either side. 
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It looks out over the woods upon the 
distant Bound. Big, shieldlike pancis 
are placed between the massive col- 
umns on elther side of the window, on 
which- buffalo and elk heads will be 
hung.

INO MEDICINE; JUST HUMAN — 
SERUM FOR ALL DISEASES

SIOUX CITY, Io., June 4.—After ex- 
perimenting for eight months, Dr. G. 8. 
Browning of this city has evolved a 
theory which, if followed out, will re- 
sult in the use of no drugs by patients 
and the annihilation of the drug busi- 
His theory will be made public 
in an address at the meeting of the 
Sioux Valley Medical Association ‘at 
Fort Dodge, and will be entitled “Auto- 
serotherapy.”’ 

“My theory,” he said in explanation, 
is based on the theory of destruction 
of bacteria of a disease by the intro- 
uction of an antitoxin. I hold that 
antitoxin, instead of being gbtained 
from. the blood of animals, should be 
obtained from the blood of the pa- 
tient.

“Under my process some of this bac- 
terlolysn is then taken out by extract- 
ing blood, and is then heated to a point 
of S&S degrees C., after which process 
the complement is destroyed and the 
amboceptor remains. The remaining 
substance is then injected into the 
blvod of the patient. The result is that 
there is a supplementary amount of 
amboceptor to unite with the already 
present excess of complements and so 
produce a greater amount of bacterio-

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 24.— Fraternal insurance organizations 
throughout the country are awaiting with great anxiety the action of the Mis- 
souril Supreme Court en banc in the case of Mary Westerman against the 
Knights of Pythias Supreme Lodge. 

The recent decision of a part of the court, through Judge W. C. Marshall, 
clause of the statutes to fraternal organi- 
Sations with insurance departments is a severe blow at these organizations 
and it is feared many, if not all, of them will have to go out of business if the 
court en bane upholds that opinion. 

The Westerman case involves a “lapsed” policy. On the death of the for- 
mer holder, suit was brought for collection on the theory that the accumu- 
lated premiums, less the actual cost of insurance, should have been applied to 
Siving the holder “extended insurance’ for such period and at such rate as his 
age justified. 

The civil division of the Supreme Court upheld this contention on 
The attorneys for the lodge asked for a rehearing before the court en 
Which has been granted. 

It is asserted by the organization's |awyers that, if this decision stands, fra- 
ternal insurance societies will be swamped with suits under this lapse clause. 

Judge Marshall's decision was based on section No. 787 of the Revised 
Btatutes of 1879.

Grain en ‘Dilfer s as to Pros- 
pects for Early Market 
for Crop. 


RAINS ARE BIG FACTOR 


General Bull Movement in All 
Grains on Decrease of 
Old Stocks. 


Will the rains of the past week delay 
the movement of new wheat sufficiently 
to interfere with the July deliveries and 
the meeting of the sharp milling de- 
mand that is indicated’ 

This is the open and the first question 
with the grain men, speculators, mer- 
chants and millers alike. It is particu- 
larly acute here in 8t. Louis, the larg- 
ot receiving point for new wheat in 

uly. 

C. H. Spencer, who is re “py P, the 
Jeader of the bears in t local July 
deal, says it will not. 

“The farmers will begin threshing with 
2% hours’ sunshine,”’ he says. Then he 
added: “‘We will be flooded with new 
wheat here July 1.”

In their opinion, new whext 
will be scarce and instead of cash wheat 
coming down to meet the July option, 
the option will have to go up to meet 
the cash. Admitting the rains have not 
been sufficient to hurt the yield or 
quality of the grain, they say it will 
delay threshing and the subsequent 
movement. Here is their argument: 

Wet grain is not fit for the threshing 
machine and it takes considerable sun- 
shine to undo the work of one small 
shower. The wheat that was expected 
to reach the market first, was in the 
shock when the showers swept the 
fields. It must be given time to dry 
out. As the showers continued several! 
days, the drying out is no short process. 

Each day's delay in the movement of 
wheat makes the holes for immediate 
consumption that much larger. The 
millers are getting anxious for new 
wheat and are willing to pay a premium 
for some new grain. The July option 
holders, if the option has been sold 
over the reserves stocks of old wheat— 
and that seems a certainty—must bid 
up to get the new grain in store for 
delivery. 

Acti on this view, the speculators 
in the local market joined the general 
bullish movement and wheat advanced 
eenrny from 824%c Monday to 83%c Fri- 


Flour Sales Stopped. 


For several days prior to the first of 
the week, the flour situation was im- 
proving rapidly. Locally sales were be- 
ing made in the local market on a 


basis of $4.90 to $5.10'for soft wheat 
patents in wood and not a little new 
wheat flour was sold on contract and 
for export at 35c a barrel less. Then 
came the rust scare from the North- 
west, and that held prices up for two 
days, and following the rains in the 
winter wheat belt. The rust scare, 
however, has pretty well died out, but 
it served to check the flour trade. The 
following flour trade review from the 
Northwestern Miller. Minneapolis, 
shows that the improvement was also 
felt there: 

‘“The local flour output last wesk 
increased 18,300 bbls. ‘The quantity 
turned out was 209,125 bbls, against 246,- 
110 last year. The Minneapolis mills 
increased sales a little, and the margin 
between sales and output was less 
marked. However, business was pretty 
flat and unsatisfactory. About the only 
export business being done seems to be 
with Holland. That country has taken 
a few moderate-sized lots of first 
clears.”’ 

The decrease in the visible supply of 
old wheat made public IAst week, and 
the stocks held in store, show how 
acutely the new wheat is needed. The 
-decrease was 1,424,000 bu, against 2,1%2,- 
00 bu for the same week last year. 
This smaller decrease leaves the total 
visible supply larger than that at the 
same date last year, for the first time 
in a good many ‘weeks. Of the 16,782,000 
bu of wheat in North America and 
afloat, 12,154,000 bu is in the primary 
points and 9,000,000 bu of that is in Min- 
neapolis and Duluth. Last year at the 
same date, the stock was 16, 943,000 bu. 


Corn Prices Advance. 


Corn is having a happy inning just 

now—for the bulls... The cash prices 
have advanced repidly and dufing the 
week white corn sold up to 56% cents 
No. 2 mixed sold for G4e for several 
days and the July option sold at and 
above 52c most of the time. The week- 
ly figures showed that corn stocks had 
decreased 467,000 bushels, while last 
ear for the same week there was an 
nerease of 466,000 bushels. The total 
North American stock was 2,921,000 
bushels, against 5,123,000 bushels last 
year. The primary stock of 953,000 bush- 
els include bt 255.000 bushels in Chicago, 
which had already been sold, and was 
only awaiting shipment. 

The reports on the corn crop that 
have followed the Government report 
for June have been as bearish as any- 
wne could wish for. State. private and 
the Government weekly reports have 
agreed that the crop was making won- 
derful atrides to make uy for the late 
start and the cutworm and insect dam- 
age early. There was some little anx- 
fety creeping into the reports early in 
the week because of the widespread 
dry weather, but that was overcome.

profits as a meéniber of the James H. 
Hyde and Association, Syndicates which 
suvld secufities to the Equitable Life. 

Mr. Alexander had previously turned 
over to the society checks aggregating 
$40,790.54 which Mr. Hyde had sent to 
hira as his share of syndicate profits on 
two bond issues of which the Equitable 
had purchased a portion. 

With today’s check to Mr. Morton 
Mr. Alexander pays back to the Eqyit- 
able every dollar received by him as a 
member of the Hyde Syndicate, with 
interest on the various amounts at 6 
per cent. 

Mr. Alexander is still in very poor 
health and the matter was attended to 
by his son, Henry M. Alexander. - So 
serious is Mr. Alexander's condition 
that he has not yet been informed of 
the fact that he is no longer president 
of the Equitable Life. 

The doctors in atttendance upon him 
warned his family more than a week 
ago not to permit him to see the news- 
papers or to communicate to him any 
of the developments in the Equitable 
scandal. For this reason he was not 
told of the acceptance of his resigna- 
tion by Chairman Paul Morton. 


No More Checks Offered. 


Mr. Alexander's action was regarded 
very favorably by Attorney-General 
Mayer, who intimated that James H. 
Hyde's other associates, who made 
money out of syndicates which sold se- 
curities to the Equitable, would save 
themselves and the State much trouble 
if they would follow the same example. 

It is learned, however, that a majorly 
of these men intend to await the resuit 
of the suit to be brought by the State 
against Mr. Hyde, to compel him to 
make restitution of the syndicate 
profits. 

Many of them were displeased by Mr. 
Alexander's action. One man who will 
probably follow his example, however, 
is President Valentine P. Snyder of the 
National Bank of Commerce, known In 
Wall street as Thomas F. Ryans bank.

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Proposed Parliamentary 
Planned to Give People 
Next to Nothing 


NOBLES STILL TO RULE 


Upper House, Chosen by the 
Czar, Vested With the 
Only Real Power. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June M.—Russia’s 
coming parliament, If forecasts in St. 
Petersburg newspapers are correct, will 
be a >opular assembly in little but its 
name, so unworkable will be its ma- 
chinery, from the standpoint, at least, 
of Western nations. 

Checks will be Introduced everywhere 
upon the power of the popularly elected 
lower house and arbitrary methods 
evolved for sweeping aside its objec- 
tions, when they become troublesome or 
too insistent. 

For instance, if measures fail. to 
reach the Council of the Empire+the 
upper branch, chosen by the : Czar-— 
within a certain time, consent of the 
lower house will be assumed to have 
been given. . 

Bills introduced must be supported 
by 30 members and then go to the Min- 
ister whose department is affected, and 
who will exercise a veto power which 
can only be voted down by. two-thirds 
of beth houses and with the approval 
of :the Czar. Even then it will 
only have the effect to compel the Min- 
ister to introduce a project of law to 
meet the views of the assembly within 
a year. : 

The lower house has not the power 
to initiate revenue legislation. The 
budget is to be introduced annually by 
the Minister of Finance. No tem pro- 
vided for in existing laws or relating to 
the budget of the army and tavy can 
be stricken out, and the acceptance of 
cne budget is Insured by provision for

a mile from the main street, the great 
mines that give the city its prosperity 
are worked day and night. They range 
in a semi-circle around the town, on the 
Butte Mountain. They have been taking 
out copper and silver and gold for 
years, and they will take out these 
metals for years to come. Some of the 
mines are down to 2400 feet. They do 
not know how much further down they 
can g0, but they have no fears that 
they wil) not be able to work at a mile 
below the surface. The copper appears 
to be inexhaustible. The uses for cop- 
per grow with the advancement of sci- 
ence, particularly with the advancement 
of electricity. Butte will be the great- 
est mining camp in the world for a 
long, long time. 

From & physical viewpoint Butte is 
enough to make a student of cities 
weep. It is as distressing a civic prop- 
osition as can be Imagined. The streets 
run up the side of the mountain. The 
stacks in the shafthouses belch out 
black smoke day and night. The piles 
of refuse from the mines hump up 
everywhere. The houses’ are piled in 
helter skelter. On a rainy day Butte 
would drive Father Mathew to drink. 
Still, there has been improvement. The 
smelters have been moved. That sul- 
phurous smoke that used to hang like a 
pall over the place is absent and they 
actually have a resort out on the edge 
of town where the grass grows sparsely 
and where there is a green tree. 


Wherein Butte Is Better. 


Then, again, there are a few things 
about the town that might make mor- 
alists shed a tear or two. Your miner 
is generally none too finicky about the 


the time being. There is no use moral- 
izing about it or holding up hands in 
horror. Dublin Gulch is tough and will 
remain tough. If you don’t Hke it, 
keep away. 

Aside from being the greatest min- 
ing camps in the world, there is no other 
city in this country where unionism 
revailed as it does here. Union labor 
S supreme. Everybody is organized. 
The Miners Union is one of the richest 
bodies of its kind in the country.

He works eight hours an ets $3.50 for 
his work. There are 11,000 of these men, 
every man Jack of them in the union.

ers on the newspapers, the street 
sweepers, the bartenders—in fact, to 
everybody except the mine operators, 
and they have a “gentleman's agree- 
ment” that has been in force for some 
little time and prevents the conflicts un- 
derground that helped to give the place 
its name.

LAW ON PULLMAN PORTERS 


Louisiana... Court Defines Their 
Duties and Says Noth- 
ing About Tips. 


Special to the. Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, Juna M.—For the 
first time in history, the State Court of 
Appeals has defined the duties of a Pull- 
man porter, which are, it would appear, 
“to hang curtains, put up towels and 
combs, and then stand and receive pas- 
sengers, arrange their luggage in the 
sections they are to occupy, wait on the 
passengers, assist them, keep the car 
clean, see that the towels are well kept 
and at night to make up the beds an 
see that the toilet room is well kept 
shine the shoes.’’ 

Nothing is said abbut the passengers’ 
duty to give a tip for this service. 

The judgment was handed down by 
Judge Estopinal, in the appeal from the 
District Court of the case of Sig. and 
Sol. Friberg vs. E. A. Newman & 


Co. 
The syllabus explains the case as fol- 
lows: 


“The exemption from seizure protects 
the laborer on farms, plantations, fac- 
torles and other places where workmen 

ssess no particular skill. 

“A porter of a Pullman car, most of, 
whose duties are of a menial charac- 
ter, requiring no particular skill for 
their proper performance, comes under 
the class whose wages are exempt from 
seizure. Judgment affirming the lower 
court. 


“Plaintiffs obtained a judgment 
against defendants, a commercial firm 
composed of Ed A. Newman, Henry 
Teems Sr., Henry Teems Jr. and Butler 
Boykens. The last two named are Pull- 
man car porters, and the plaintiffs gar- 
nisheed their salaries with the Pullman 
company. which garnishment the two 
defendants enjoined on the ground that 
they are laborers, and as such their 
wages are exempt from seizure: the 
court upheld this contention.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The award- 
ing by Public.Printer F. W. Palmer of 
a contract for 72 Lanston Monotype ma- 
ohines, at a cost of $231,120, for use in 
the Government printing office, has 
been held up by the President’s order 
and an investigation is now being made. 

As soon as it was learned that the 
Lanston contract had been awarded 
representatives. of the Megenthaler 
Company, which manufactures a type- 
setting machine, lodged a complaint 
with Secretary Loeb, in the President's 
absence, charging irregularities and vio- 
lation of law in the transaction. 

President Philip T. Dodge of the Mer- 
genthaler Company called on Secretary 
Loeb today to learh what was being 
done and was informed that the mat- 
-ter is still under investigation. 

The Mergenthaler people contend that 
the contract is irregular and that Pub- 
lic Printer Palmer's declaration that, 
if any one in his office saw fit to in- 
vest his own money in any concern or 
stock it was no matter of his, is not 
warranted by the law. -

PUBLIC BATH FUND 
IDLE THAEE YEARS 


—> _- — a> ..-_- --— 


Appropriations of $40,000 in 
1902 Have Not Been Used 
for Free Houses. 


The Municipal Assembly appropriated 
$30,000 Oct. 3, 1902, for the erection of 
five public bath houses. 

According to Compireciler Player an 
additional $10,000 was uisv appropriated 
for the purchase of sites upon which to 
erect the bath houses. 

Still there are no pubi'c baths and the 
records of the mortuary and coroners 
offices show that 13 3. Louisans have 
been drowned in the river since May 20. 

Mayor Wells says that the Pubic 
Bath Commission has been delayed in 
locating sites for the proposed free 
bath houses through various causes. 

resident Andrew O'Reilly of the 
Board of Pubiic Improvements says 
that he has not been in orfice long 
enougn to get thoroughiy acquainted 
with the situation. Mr. O'Rieiiy  be- 
came president of B. Fb. I, last Apri. 

A Pubile Bath Commission to consist 
of five members was aiso created 
when the 2 ae cag eta were made. 

This commission was to equip and 
have charge of the bathhouses afte. 
they were erected. but the constructio! 
of them remained with the B. P. I 

Comptroller Player says two sites 
were picked out, but it was impossibie 
to get a clear title to one, and th: 
price asked for the other was consid 
ered exorbitant. 

The Municipal Assembly passed ordi- 
nances providing for the establishment 
of free th houses in Soulard Market 
and South Market. At the City Coun- 
selor’s office it was said that there was 
some question as to the legality of 
converting public market houses into 
public bath houses. 

One well known city official sa‘'d that 
in his opinion the solution of the pub- 
lic bath matter would be the estabiish- 
ment of floating bath houses on the 
river front. 

“Every Monday the newspapers teem 
with stories of drown'ngs in the river,’ 
said he. ‘“‘Most of those who are realiv 
in need of public baths reside east of 
Jefferson avenue. Inclosures on the 
river front should be provided for them. 
The danger now lies in letting boys 
and young men bathe around treacher- 
ous docks, landings and wharves. "s

O'Malley has been arrested twice dur- 
ing the past 10 days, once on the 
charge of conspiracy to assassinate 
Chief of Police Whitaker and to tm- 
port and protect pickpockets an 
thieves, and once for criminal libel 
against the Mayor, Martin Behrman. 


The grounds for the first two charg?s} 


whith led up to the first arrest were 
as follows: 

“O'/Malley had published in his pa- 
per that he had imported the thieves, 
and that they had purticipated in ev- 
eral robberies, for the purpose of col- 
lecting evidence. which, he alleged, he 
wished to use In bringing about a puri- 
fication of the police system 

O'’Maliey for many years has support- 
ed the reform movement through b's 
paper. He~.was indicted in 1891 ‘for 
teking an active part in the assassfan-| 
tion of Chief of Police Hennessey, which 
assassination at that time led up to 
the Mafia riots and the killing of 12 
men. 

The grand jury indictment alleve41 
trat he took the lead of the work of 
influencing the jury and had the lights 
turned down 2t the street corner where 


the assassination. took place. At the 
time of the indletment for comnlic’ty 
in the Hénnessey murder he fled for 
his life. After a short absence, he re- 
turned to the city and managed. to 
“smooth things over,” ‘as ot that time 
he had, as he ts alleged to have now, 
and as he has had al) the time since 
strong friends in the District Attor- 
nev’s office and in the various. courts. 

Whitaker has charged in the opposi- 
tion newspapers and otherwise the* 
O'Malley's enmity towards him 
when he (Whitaker) was a Police Ju'ge, 
and he refused to protect some lottery 
concerns, in which O'Malley was alleged 
to be interested: Whitaker alleges that 
O'Malley offered to pay him to protect 
hi¢ lotteries, but says -he -refused to 
teke any moncy. He avers O'Maliey has 
continually hounded him since. 

“O’Maliey himself says that he paid 
Whitaker's assesstnent when he went 
Into politics, but, 
the man, ceased to support him. 

The charge of criminal libel on which 
O'Malley was arrested was preferred by 
Mayor Martin Behrman,, when the Item 
sald O'Malley had saved Behrman from 
prosecution under a felony charge.

HOW TO MAKE SUMMER ICES 


EARLY every woman can make ice 
cream of the plain ordinary sort, 
and if she is ambitious to excel, 

she may, by putting on a few extra 
touches, produce frozen delicacies that ri- 
val those of the big hotels and leading 
cafes. 

There is a new freezer for household use 
which will make two kinds of cream at one 
time. A partition across the center of the 
can keeps the mixtures separated, and the 
handle, instead of turning all the way 
around, goes back and forth with a rock- 
ing motion. Otherwise the freezer is simi- 
lar to any other of standard pattern. For a 
small dinner party or a@ summer luncheon 
it is often nice to serve two’ kinds of ices. 
This may be done with the greatest ease 
in the new freezer... 

Fancy creams are always a pleasant sur- 
prise to the family or guests, and they 
are really so easy to prepare that one 
might as well make bisque ice cream or 
a tasty sherbert as commonplace vanilla. 
Frozen desserts are divided into four class- 
es by the cookery experts—ice ‘creams, 
water ices, sherbets, frozen puddings, cus- 
tards. 

The best ice cream is almosc« without ex- 
ception based on a quart of pure cream— 
no milk—«mixed with the other ingredients, 
to make two quarts when frozen. All 
cream and no milk gives it that delicious 
softness for which certain creams are fa- 
mous and which neither cornstarch nor 
gelatine can successfully imitate. Most 
persons, however, prefer the proportion 
of cream two parts and milk one part, 
with sweetening to taste. 

For a dinner where there are to be Invited 
guests, bisque ice cream is always appro- 
priate. Five macaroons and a coupe of 
lady fingers—prefer- 
ably slightly sia.6e— 
are placed in the 
oven to rect crisp 
Roll them out on a pie board until they a.:e 
ground to a fine powder and then beat up 
with a quart of cream. It will take about 
half a pound of sugar to sweeten; flavor 
with afew drops of vanilla and lemon juice 
and about eight tablespoonfuls of sherry 
wine. Half of the cream may be boiled 
separately with the sugar, or the entire 
quantity whipped up after the macaroons 
are added. 

lees made after the French recipe are de- 
licilouss Here’is theemethod of . making 
peach ice ¢réam in the Parisian style: Slice 
and shred six peaches or use half a can of 
preserved peaches. Boil a tumbler of,water

and half a pound of sugar and add to it 
when skimmed and cool the yolks of five 
eggs beaten to a stiff froth. Into this pour 
a pint of cream and a tablespoonfu! of 
maraschino. After freezing partially, add 
the peaches aiid alow to stand in the frees- 
er until perfectly solid. French ices are 
generally served in little square blocks. 
This may be done by turning out the con- 
tents of the freezer on a cold platter and 
cutting through the frozen mass with a 
warm carving knife. 

A fine recipe for banana cream is: Mash 
six large bananas through a colander. To 
three-fourths of a pound of sugar add the 
yolks of five eggs and beat well. Boil one 
pint of milk and then add the sugar and 
eggs, continuing to boil until the mixture 
becomes thick; lastly, stir in a quart of 
fresh cream and as soon as the whole is 
cool, stir in the bananas. 

Hokey-pokey is a treat in very warm 
days, and is made with little trouble. On 
account of the gelatine it contains it 

) freezes readily and 
HOKEY-POKEY. retains its solidity 
better than plain 
creams. Boil one quart of milk and add a 
tablespoonfu! of cornstarch, previously dis- 
solved in milk. No sweetening will be 
needed, as the condensed milk takes the 
place of sugar. Melt a sheet of gelatine 
in water and add together with the flavar- 
ing, when the milk has cooled. Gelatings 
already flavored may be used or you can 
add for flavoring a teaspoonful of vanilla 
or a winegiass of any pure fruit syrup.. 
Freeze the same as ice cream. 

It is quite an art to make water ices and 
some patience is required. By far the bet- 
ter method is to boil the water and sugar, 
but if you wish to turn it out quickly, you 
may freeze the ingredients’ without heat- 
ing. Strawberry water ice, easily made, 
take one quart of berries worked through 
e fine sieve, with a quarter-pound of sugar. 
A teacup of syrup, the juice of a lemon and 
a scant quart of water are added. Then 
freeze slowly, giving the handle a few 
turns at a time, leaving it for awhile and: 
returning to give it a few more turns. It 
may take three hours before the mass ts 
solid, but the longer it stands after freez- 
ing the better it will be In flavor. Nearly 
all of the fruit ices are made in the same 
way as the strawberry. ' 

Sherbets and frozen fruits are almos 
identical with water ices. Sherbets are 
thickened by the beaten whites of a couple 
of eggs stirred in with a little pulverized 
sugar and added when the mixture is just 
becoming stiff. Frozen fruits are simply 


water ices with the fruit cut Into small 
pieces instead of being mashed. 

Some good general directions 
freezing of ice cream are: 

Chip the ice very fine: the finer the 
closer it will lie packed against the can 
and the sooner will the contents freese. 

The correct proportion of ice and rock 
galt is three parts of the former to one 
of the latter. 

Do not start by churning violently; let 
the motion of the handle be even and 
recular. 

If there is plenty of time to spare be- 
tween the making and serving there will 
be no necessity for churning the ice cream 
until it is hard. When it becomes fairly 
stiff! you may save yourself further exer- 


tion by removing the dasher and giving . 


the cream a few brisk turns with a big 
spoon. Repack the can, whirl it for a 
minute or two without the paddle, and 
cover it over with a piece of burlap. By 
replenishing the ice and salt every half 
hour and pouring off the water the cream 
will freeze hard of its own accord. 


To serve ice cream in molds, have a small 
tub or bucket ready, filled with ice and 
rock salt as above. Fill the molds from the 
can and imbed tnem in the bucket of ice 
for at least one hour. Ice cream’ molds 
vary in size from the 
small individual] 
molds in the shapes of 
fruit, flowers and ani- 
mats, to those having 
capacity for many 
quarts. One and two quart molds in vari- 
ous patterns are the best family sizes. In 
packing any sort of mold, whether it be a 
single lid or the double-lid kind used for 
brick ice cream, it is necessary to exercise 
‘tthe greatest case in sealing. This is usually 
accomplished by a sheet or two of wax 
‘paper laid over the cream before the lid is 
pressed down. Ice cream or hokey-pokey

may be served in hard blocks by cutting ° 


the frozen -mixture quickly with a warm 
knife. Pach block is deftly wrapped in 
wax paper and a number are laid in a mold 
and buried in a bucket of ice. 

When not serve:l out of molds or dishes 
on saucers the effect of fluted paper ice 
cups is pretty. Use a warm spoon to serve 
from the freezer to the ice cup and each 
order will then be turned out round and 
smooth. For dinner parties, the paper ice 
rup idea may be carried still further by 
serving each guest with a souvenir in the 
shape of a mandoiin, tambourine, flower, 
slipper or other creation in crepe tissue.

ENTIRE WHEAT BREAD.—Two quarts 
of flour, one and one-half pints of warm 
water, one tablespoonfu] of sugar, one-half 
tablespoonful of salt, one-half cake of com- 
pressed yeast. 

BOSTON BROWN BREAD.—One cup 6/ 
unsifted wheat flour; one of Indian meal, 
unsifted; ‘one of rye meal, unsifted; one- 
half cup of molasses, one-half cup of rai- 
sins, two teaspoonfuls of salt, one tea- 
spoonful of soda. Mix with milk about as 
soft as gingerbread; steam three hours. 


COFFEE PENOTCHIE.—Two cupfuls of 
white sugar, one-half cupful of black cof- 
fee, one cupfdl of chopped nuts. Boil the 
sugar and coffee together, without stirring 
until stringy. Add the nuts, take off the 
fire and beat until it creams. Pour into a 
buttered pan to cool, and mark into squares 
with buttered knife, cutting clear through 
the candy with each stroke. 


ASPARAGUS PUDDING.—Cook § three 
cupfuls of asparagus tips until tender, ther 
drain. Put into a saucepan two table 
spoonfuls of butter and one tablespoonful 
of flour: cook together One minute. Add 
one cupful of milk, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt and one-fourth teaspoonful of 
paprika. Add the milk slowly, stirring al’ 
the time, and let it cook five minutes. Take 
from the fire and add four well-beate 
ege=, one. cupful of asparagus tips and a 
‘feaspoonful of chopped parsiey. Line a well 
buttered baking dish with the remainder 
of the asparagus tips; pour in the aspara 
gus and sauce, and cook with the dis) 
in water in the oven for 15 minutes. Sery, 
with egg sauce. . 


TOM THUMB OMELETTES.—Beat tha 
whites and yolks of four eggs light without 
separating them, add three tablespoonfuls 
of cream, a little celery salt, five or six 
drops of onion juice and a dash of white 
pepper. Butter timbale molds or napple- 
well, pour enough of the mixture into each 
to fill it almost to the top; set in a pan of 
boiling water, cover and cook upon the up- 
per grating of a quick oven for 10 minutes, 
or until the middle of each custard is set. 
Invert upon heated individual Plates, wit) 
& spoonful of rather thick tomato sauc. 
upon the top. 


YORKSHIRE PUDDING.—One pint of 
inilk, four eggs (whites and yolks beaten 
separately), one teaspoonful of salt and 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder sifted 
through two of flour. It should be mixed 
very smooth—about the conststency « 
cream. Regulate your time when you put 
in your roast, so that it will be done half 
an hour or 40 minutes before dishing up. 
Take it from the oven, set it where it will 
keep hot. In the meantime have the pud- 
ding prepared; now take two common bis- 
cult tins, pour half the pudding into each. 
set them into the hot oven and keep them 
until the dinner is disued up; take these 


puddings out at. the last moment and send 
to the table hot. This I consider much 
better than the old way of cooking t'\ 
pudding under the meat. 


SHEPHDPRD PIE.—Fry one sliced onion 
in a quarter of a cupful of melted butter 
until of a golden brown, add a quarter of a 
cupful of flour, cook until frothy, then stir 
in gradually one pint of brown stock, sea- 
son with salt and pepper and cook threa 
minutes. Now stir in three cupfuls of cold 
meat cut into small pieces, mix well, then 
turn into a buttered baking dish, cover wit} 
seasoned hot mashed potato, brush with 
egg and brown in the oven.

OTHING adds so much to the general 
N freshness of one’s appearance as 
frequent bathing.

The very hot bath, as well as the cold’ 


sponge, is stimulating in effect, entirely 
too much so for the average woman, who 
hag no vitf@lity to spare. The frequency 
and temperature of the bath must be de- 
cided by the individual. Only general rules 
can be stated, to be selected from with di«- 
cretion, 

Don't be afraid of injuring the skin by 
nathing. The body need® an entirely dif- 
ferent treatment from the face. ‘The use 
of soap and jots of brisk rubbing will 
prove most beneficial. 

She who takes a cold sponge or plunge 
every morning must take a warm bath in 
addition, for the cleansing effect is lacking 
in the firat. The object of the bath is to 
empty the pores, and when we realize that 
cold water instantly seals them we readily 
understand that hot baths are necessary [or 
one purpose. 

The night bath Is not sutred to the ma- 
jority of persons; they find it too exciting, 
especially if there is any tendeney to in- 
somnia. Restful sleep will be impossible. 

It is not necessary, either, dor the reason 
that the body has not been exposed to the 
same dust-permeated atmosphere as the 
face, the clothing being 4@ protection. 

The skin throws off quantities of impuri- 
ties during sleep that should be removed in 
the morning. The bath Also stimulates all 
the functions that have become sluggish in 
the night. 

Never sleep in any garment that has been 
worn through the day, especially the tighi- 
fitting undervest. 

When the cold morning bath is custom- 
ary. at least three hot baths a week should 
be taken. The best time for these will be 
when dressing for dinner in the evening. 
The feet must be bathed night and morn- 
ing under any circumatances, 

In summer great care must be taken to 
prevent any suspicion of perspiration and 
to this end soap and warm water will have 
to be used in generous Measure.

The Kremlin is an enormous fortress, and for a thou- 
sand years has sheltered the throne and the treasures 
of the Russian Empire.

F ALL living women, surely ex-Empress:Eugenie has 
had the most remarkable part to play in the his- 
tory of nations, and she still carries vivid recol- 

lections of the days of the Franco-Prussian War, grim and 


ghastly 1870-1, when the bells of Paris ceased ringing, and 


defeat faced a nation. 

She was sojourning at St. Cloud at the time, and, hurry- 
ing back to Paris, she found the population in a mood 
bordering on frenzy. Their faith in the Government. was 
shaken, their pride in the army was gone, and everywhere

Emperor and his generals.

to New Orleans, and came up the river in one of the 
French bateaux which plied the river in that day. A 
bateau carried a sail, but chiefly relied upon rowers. In 
the trip up Madame Chouteau was initiated into those 
hardships which attend upon the settlement of a néw coun. 
try. Day after day and week after week she sat in the 
little beat, could do nothing but watch the men in their 
painfully slow ascent of the stream, and she filled her days 
with such light assistance as a woman could give, observ- 
ing the great river, exclaiming upon the wonders of forest 
and shore, with some fear of the savage Indians, of whom 
Burope had heard so much. 

They chiefly subsisted upon fish which the crew took 
from the river, and game which the hunters brought in 
from the woods. They passed occasional frontier posts, 
where they saw Indians and trappers, but few women 
and children. When the boat crept ‘up under the bluffs 
near Jefferson Barracks the crew pointed out the new post 
of St. Louis, just barely discernible, five miles up the river 
=a short, thin line of log houses midway between the low 
uff and the river. 


That trip consumed not wenke, but months. How dif- 
ferent it would be today. Today Madame Chouteau could 
leave France upon a liner and land at New York at the 
end of a week. Within another twenty-four hours her 
train would rumble across Eads Bridge, plunge through 
the tunnel and back into Union Station. The Madame 
meanwhile would have had the comforts of a Pullman 
coming into the interior, instead of the hardships of that 
trip up the Mississippi in a bateau.

Instead of sitting in the boat day after day, exposed to 
the sun, she could rest upon the comfortable-‘upholstery 
of a parlor car; instead of rudely cooked camp meals, she 
could have the excellent service of a New York and St. 
Tauis diner; instead of the peril-fraught nights in tents 
pitched in a wilderness, she could sleep in peace in a berth. 

When we consider that even modern travel is thought 
ta impose many hardships upon women, what must be our 
astonishment that Madame Chouteau and courageous 
-wemen of her type could have withstood the rigors of such 
a trip as they took. The modern woman frankly admits 
that she “would die.” She probably wouldn't, but the con- 
trast between the life of St. Louis womankind t@day aud 
that of a century ago is such that she is perhaps justi- 
fied in believing she would. 

Now, having considered comparatively the facilities fo: 
bringing a woman from France to St. Louis, let us look 
into the differences of a continued parallel, Madame Chou- 
teau, upon arrival, went to a home on Main and Chestnut 
streets. Yet she was of the aristocracy! The home of 
the woman of her social prominence in St. Louis today 
would be found in Portland Place or Washington Terrace, 
or in some one of those exclusive r@sidence places in the

The St. Louis home of Madame Chouteau today would 
be no “long, low house,” but one of those pretentious and 
beautiful two or three-storied homes so numerous in the 
fashionable residence districts. She would not open her 
own door by pulling a latchstring, but would enter while 
a butler held open the door. She would not light a candle, 
as she did in her day, but would stand in the light of a 
hall electrolier turned on by a servant touching a switch- 
button in the wall. 

The Madame’s room would not be on the first floor, as 
it was down at Main and Chestnut streets; it would be on 
the second floor, and instead of the queer old mahogan) 
bed, brought from France, there would be a beautiful brass 
bed, equipped with patent springs and a modern hygienic 
mattress. In the furniture of the room, perhaps, would 
be found the closest association of Madame Chouteau's 
time with our own, for the St. Louis woman of today 
dearly loves those old mahogany tables and chairs, the 
old silver candlesticks, the quaint old silver candle snuffers 
and the massive old bureaus which came down to this 
day¥ from that of “the Mother of St. Louis.”

The larg- 
est map in the world is the ordnance sur- 
vey map of England, which covers over 
108,000 sheets. In its preparation it cost 
$1,000,000 a year for 20 years, The scale 
varies from 10 feet to one-tenth of an inch 
to the mile. The details are so minute 
that maps having a scale of %  inohes 
“show every hedge, fence, wall, building 
and even every isolated tree In the coun 
try. The plans indicate not only the exact 
shape of every building. but every porch, 
area, docrstep, lamppost, raflway and fire- 
plug.”
